Pablio Notioe No. 142-iITC(PN)/74, dated the 21st September, 1974, according to which 
the Import Licences under IDA Credits, for Railvyays Nos. 162-IN, 280-IN and 448-lN 
would be issued/extended in accordance with the foreign exchange releases/exteiuioiu ai 
conveyed by the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board). 

2. The Indian Railways have obtained a further credit from IDA, No. 582-lN. As 
already indicated, the foreign exchange releases under IDA Credits for Railwaya. and 
exteniions for their utili.sation from time to time, are conveyed by Ministry of Railww* 
(Railway Board) having regard to the conditions of the credits and their availability. The 
import licences under IDA Credits for Railways will, therefore, continue to be issued/ 
extended in accordance with such foreign exchange releases/extensions as conveyed by 
the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board), the criterion for the validity of the licenece 
being the date upto which the foreign exchange release has been made available dr 
extended, as the case may be,

country vessels, the procedure as laid down in paras 6 and 7 of the aforesaid Public 
Notiee, dated the 2l8t September, 1974, will contmue to apply.
